Mony Political Puzzles 
Due To Be Solved by 
4 P. M . Wednesday 


COLUMBUS 
(if) — By nightfall 
Wednesday, many a political puz­ 
zle will be solved and Ohioans will 
know the May 6 primary candi­ 
dates. 
Headline for filing nominating 
petitions for the primary elec­ 
tions is 4 p. rn. Wednesday. That 
hour will 
separate 
those 
who 
simply talk like candidates and 
those who actually jump into the 
nominating race*. 
Every state office except* that 
of auditor is up for grabs this 
year. In addition, Ohio will elect 
one U. S. senator. 
Hight now, every one of those 
Jobs is held by a Republican. 
Also to be elected this year are 
23 representatives to the U. S. 
House of Representatives. Repub­ 
licans now hold a 17-6 edge in the 
Ohio congressional delegation. 
Keenest interest 
as the filing 
deadline nears is in the Republi­ 
can and Democratic races for the 
nomination for governor, but for 
different reasons. On the Republi­ 
can side, it is a medical matter; 
on the Democratic side ifs the 
large field of possible candidates.

THE REPUBLICAN race looked 
like no contest until a week ago 
today when it was announced first-1 
term COP Gov. C. William O’Neill 
had suffered a mild heart attack 
five days earlier. 
There was a brief flurry while 
Republican leaders faced the pros 
p ed that a 57-year-old political un­ 
known, Alvin Spriggs of Mount Gil­ 
ead, might be the only Republican 
candidate for governor. 
But after ^assurances from his 
doctors, O’Neill 
issued 
the 
flat 
statem ent the following afternoon 
that he would he a candidate. 
Then, on Friday night in Cin­ 
cinnati, Councilman Charles P. 
Taft announced he would be a 
“ volunteer stand-in" 
candidate 
for the GOP nomination. 
At the same time, he said he 
hoped O’Neill would be able to run 
and win the nomination. He said 
his purpose is to prevent a "vacu­ 
um " in the governor’s race if doc­ 
tors, subsequent to the primary, 
Should forbid the governor to run. 
But both O’Neill and party lead­ 
ers have said that another candi­ 
date or “ stand-in" is not needed 
Neither Ray Bliss,

chairman, nor O’Neill 
had

Taft's intentions. 
Taft was the Republican candi­ 
date for governor in 1952 and was 
beaten out by former Democrat 
Gov.

Californians 
Aroused by 
Air Collisions 


LOS ANGELES tP — Collision 
of two military planes over subur­ 
ban Norwalk, killing 48 persons, 
brought a demand today for im- 
■ ediate action on the part of the 
IL S. Secretary of Defense. 
County Supervisor K e n n e t h 
Hahn noted that the Norwalk dis- J 
aster was one of three aerial col­ 
lisions over southern California in 
as many days. 
“ I am sending a telegram to the 
Secretary of Defense, asking that * 
be appoint a special investigating 
court not merely to fix the blame 
for the crash but to study the in­ 
creasing problems of air traffic in 
metropolitan areas,’’ he said. 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight earlier 
called for a full-scale congression­ 
al investigation of airway traffic 
controls. 
The tragic series, which took a 
total of 55 lives, began Friday. Two 
Air Force B26 medium bombers 
smashed together over the desert 
east of Daggett, killing the two- 
man crew on one of them. 
Saturday night over Norwalk a 
C118 Military Air Transport Serv­ 
ice plane and a Navy Neptune pa 
trol bomber rammed together. 
And Sunday, while investigators 
Still were poking through charred 
w reckage at Norwalk, two civilian 
planes collided 30 miles east of 
here. All five occupants of the two 
craft died. 
The Norwalk collision came on 
■ cloudless night at 2,500 feet with 
a fiery explosion.

Scientists Given Scare 


By Explorers First Orbit 


I WASHINGTON uB-Satellite Ex­ 
plorer 
gave

flying out farther from the earth 
than had been estimated. 
The tense dram a in a Pentagon 
office, where scientists and Army 
officers kept a second-by-second 
check on the launching at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., Friday night, was

The satellite experts had calcu­ 
lated Explorer would go out as 
much as 1,500 nautical miles from 
the earth at the farthest point of 
its elliptical path—the “ apogee." 
(A nautical mile is about 1.15 sta­ 
tute miles.) The estimated time 
needed for orbiting the earth was 
106 minutes. 
Instead, it sped out as far as 
1,600 miles, and came down to 186 
miles instead of about the 250 to 
300 miles estimated for the low 
point.

Basketball 'Moon' 
Expected from Navy 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla GT* — 
It was reliably reported today that 
an early launching of a basketball- 
size "moon" will be tried with the 
Vanguard missile. 
One Vanguard test vehicle is 
being

for

with a 6.4-inch, 34-pound grape­ 
fruit size satellite in Us nose. 
The Navy had planned to launch 
at least two more experimental 
miniature moons

U. S. Traffic 
Death Rate Is 
Low in 1957 


CHICAGO 
LB — The 
nation's 
traffic death toll in 1957 was 38.500, 
a 3 per cent drop from 1956, and 
marked the lowest mileage death 
rate in history. 
The National Safety C o u n c i l , 
which announced the figures to­ 
day, said the 1957 records “ reflects 
and unmistakable improvement in 
traffic behavior and enforcement." 
Deaths on 
the 
highways 
last 
year compared with 39,628 in 1956, 
I which was one of the highest on 
I record. The 1,100 fewer deaths in 
1957 was the second largest re­ 
ported in any year since the end 
of World War II and 
was 
sur­ 
passed only by a decrease of ap­ 
proximately 2,400 deaths in 1954, 
the council said. 
The 1957 mileage death* r a t e 
(deaths per ( PX) 
million 
vehicle 
I miles) was 5:9, compared with the 
previous all-time low of 6.3 in 
1956 and 1954. 
The all-time high traffic death 
toll was 39,969 in 1941.

er Sputnik I was launched. Dr. Kil­ 
lian said this nation

capacity to lead, to innovate, and 
to imagine and thus to advance our 
society." 
He offered a five-point program 
in an opening speech prepared for 
an unusual conference on "Am eri­ 
ca’s Resources to Meet the Scien­ 
tific Challenge."

near Harrisburg, the

Census Says Two-Thirds 
Of Adults Are Protestants 


WASHINGTON <*-Two out of 
three 
adult 
Americans 
class 
themselves as Protea'.ant and one 
In four as Roman Catholic, the 
Census Bureau reported today. 
Although a question on religion 
will not be included in the 1960 
census, the bureau said the ques­ 
tion was asked in a sample sur 
vey last March, in which answers 
were voluntary. 
The tabulation indicates that 96 
per cent of Americans of age 14 
and older had a religion, 3 per 
cent had none, and I per cent 
gave no report. 
Some 79 million persons regard 
themselves as Protestant, 30,700,- 
000 as Roman Catholic, 3.900,000 
as 
Jewish, 1,500,000 as h aving 
some other religion, and 3,200,000 
as having no religion, the report 
revealed. 
Among the Protestants, 23,500,- 
OOO consider themselves Baptists 
16,700,000 Methodists, 8,400,000 Lu­ 
therans, and 6,700.000 Presbyteri­ 
ans. 
The other 23,700.000 Protestants 
of 14 and over “ were distributed 
among many smaller denomina­ 
tions,” the bureau said, and were 
not shown separately in the re­ 
port. 
The survey was the first made 
by the bureau providing religious 
data on a nationwide basis. In 
making it census tabulators inter­ 
viewed 35,000 persons in every 
part of the country. 
The bureau had planned to ask 
the question “ What is you reli­ 
gion?” in the 1960 census for 
which forms now are being pre­ 
pared. 
But 
it 
announced 
in 
December it was dropping the 
question 
because 
some persons 
might be reluctant to answer. The 
law requires that all questions in 
the regular decennial census be 
answered. 
Several 
groups, 
including the 
Jewish 
Congress, 
the 
Christian 
Science Church and the American 
Civil 
Liberties Union, protested 
that 
such 
a 
mandatory’ 
report 
night be considered an infringe 
ment on the constitutional guar­ 
antee of freedom of religion. 
The voluntary survey if persons 
14 years old aud over showed 
about 64 per cent of the white 
population and 88 per cent of the 
nonwhite population c o n s i d e r 
themselves Protestants. 
About 83 per cent of the entire 
population in the South was re­ 
ported as Protestant, compared 
with about 42 per cent in the 
Northeast and 69 per rent in the 
north ecntrr.1

In the Northeast, Roman Cath­ 
olics comprised 45 per cent of the 
population and outnumbered Prot 
extant*, 14.100,000 to 13,200.000 in 
those states — New England plus 
New York, New' Jersey and Penn 
Sylvania. 
In the South, Catholics repre 


>ented ll 6 per cent of the popu­ 
lation; in the north central states, 
24.7 per cent; and in the West, 
22.3 per cent. 
For purposes of the survey, the 
census considered 
the Southern 
region to embrace all states from 
Delaware 
south 
and 
extending 
west as far as Oklahoma and Tex­ 
as The West included the Rocky 
M o u n t a i n and Pacific Coast 
states; 
the north central 
area 
took 
in all states north of the 
Ohio River and as far west as 
the Rocky Mountains. 
In the Northeast there were 2,- 
f71.000 professing the Jewish re- 
ligidn or 8Vi per cent of the popu­ 
lation of the region This repre­ 
sented two thirds of all those re­ 
porting the Jewish religion. The 
bureau estimated that 460,000 per­ 
sons in the north central states 
consider themselves as belonging 
to the Jewish region, 299,000 in 


the South, and 438,000 in the West. 
Whereas 64 per cent of the en 
tire population lives in city areas, 
there were marked rural • urban 
differences in the religious groups 
Of the Jewish group, 96 per cenl 
live in urban areas; of the Cath 
olics, 79 per cent; of the Prot 
estants 57 per cent; and of those 
per cent.

Is Gay Affair for Natives

WASHINGTON 
Iranians 
in 
Washington will be wishing their 
diplomatic colleagues 
“ neureuz” 
• Happy New Year) March 21 but 
hack home their countrymen will 
he fleeing to the countryside. 
“ The traffic jam is worse than 
Washington,” press

Ah­ 
mad Minai tells me. “ You should 
come to Teheran. We go from the 
city by truck loads, on top of each 
other; by station wagons, t a x i s , 
cars and walking, carrying kettles 
and sandwiches.” 
It’s a grand day, says Minai. 
The New Year trek to the coun­ 
try, he says, goes back 2,000 years 
and has “ no religious significance 
a* all.” 
“ Everybody wears a new suit,” 
he went on. “ Everybody gives pre­ 
sents. The head of the family has 
a bad '.me of if, poor man. We kiss 
the hand of the senior member, us­ 
ually the grandfather. But we kiss 
each other, too.

good custom.” 
The celebration m a r k i n g the 
first month of the year or the ad­ 
vent of Spring lasts IO days. Gov­ 
ernment offices in Iran arc closed 
for a week. Festivities reach their 
peak on the 10th day which is tra­ 
ditionally spent out of doors, even 
if it’s raining, says Minai. 
Abiding by an old superstition, 
all the single girls go to the wheat 
fields to make a wish that in the 
new year they’ll find a sweetheart, 
“ or better still a husband.”

The Big Argument Goes On and On 
Laff-A-Day 


Debate and other types of argument ov­ 
er American education, with special em­ 
phasis on high schools, has been running 
hot and heavy, for quite a while now. 
Everywhere a great number of people 
seem to believe that something is serious­ 
ly wrong— but, naturally, there are wide 
differences of opinion on ‘What should be 
done to remedy the situation. 
Proposed solutions run a wide gamut 
including better pay for teachers, still 
more elaborate school plants and facili­ 
ties, more federal aid, major changes in 
curricular, special schools of classes for 
exceptionally bright students, and so on. 
Since the Sputniks flared off into outer 
space, the controversy has intensified. 
Secretary of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Folsom has told us that only one out 
of every three or four recent high school 
graduates has been exposed to even a 
year of chemistry or physics, or mathe­ 
matics, beyond simple algebra. Russian 
secondary school graduates, on the other 
hand, have taken five years of physics, 
four of chemistry, and big doses of math­ 
ematics. So the question is: What's wrong, 
and what can be done to remedy matters? 
The Wall Street Journal sent its report­ 
ers to talk to school officials, teachers, 
and others throughout the country. As was 
to be expected, many of those queried 
stressed the need for better teachers and 
better schools. But the answer did not stop 
there. As the Journal puts it: “ 
the 
teachers themselves are worried mainly 
about the students— their lack of interest 
in science and math, their hesitancy to 
take courses in these fields.” 
A New York physics teacher said: “The 
majority of youngsters today prefer to, 
take the softest classes they can find,” 
and added that his school only had about 


half as many physics students now as IO 
years ago. A San Francisco educator said 
much the same thing: “ . . .our big prob­ 
lem isn’t a shortage of teachers or facili­ 
ties, but a shortage of serious students 
with the aptitude and interest to get the 
most out of their work.” 
Howr can such a situation exist in our 
enormously expensive school establish­ 
ment? In answer a Detroit teacher told 
the Journal: “The elective system has 
reached the point where students can 
choose almost anything they want.” So 
they choose easy courses instead of tough 
courses, and get the same credit. On top 
of that, there are all manner of academic 
frills which divert students from academ­ 
ic work— driver training classes, cooking 
classes, citizenship classes, etc. School 
administrators, too, have been misled by 
the frills with the result, according to the 
Journal, that in many school funds have 
been diverted “ . . .from basic academic 
needs to athletic programs, social events 
and other non essentials. School authori­ 
ties in Fayette County, both city and rur­ 
al, have indicated that this is not true lo­ 
cally, however. 
However, as a general proposition from 
studies and some investigations made in 
various areas of the country, this situa­ 
tion all adds up to a belief, held by many 
informed people, that money alone is not 
the solution to this country’s science edu­ 
cation problem— though, of course, there 
is no doubt that more money is needed in 
many cases both to attract better teachers 
and to improve school facilities. There is 
an urgent need to re - examine and re-as­ 
sess our school systems, particularly in 
regard to science teaching. That is going 
on now, the Journal reports, in numbers of 
places— and there’s little doubt there’ll be 
more and more of it.

Diet and Health 
Danger of Frostbite 
Comes with W inter 


exposure to extreme cold, frost­ 
bite probably is one of winter’s 
most common ailm ents. 
Some persons, of course, are 


Bad Como 
B ut w h eth er you are th is 
sensitive to cold or not, remain­ 
ing outside in freezing tempera­ 
tures for too long a period may 
give you a bad case of frostbite. 
The cold constricts the ar­ 
teries and freezes the fluid found 
between the cella. This, in turn. 
causes rupture of the cells and 
formation of clots In the small 
arteries. 
T here are four degrees of 
frostbite, the worst of which 
generally leads to development 
of gangrene and possible ampu­ 
tation. 
In the first degree, or the most 
minor of the four, only the outer 
layer of skin is involved. It be­ 
comes white or a yellowish color. 


Outer Skin Layer 
B listers or p eelin g of th is 
outer skin layer characterises 
damage of the second degree. 
Thick layers of skin and tis­ 
sues are destroyed in the third 
degree. And the fourth, as I 
have said, usually leads to gan­ 
grene. 
The colder the weather, the 


subfreezing temperature, espe­ 
cially lf you are wearing tight 
sh oes, boots, gloves or other 
clothing. If you have anemia or 
some circulatory or metabolic 
disease, you are more suscep­ 
tible. 
Light, but well-fltting, woolen 
clothing offers the best protec­ 
tion against frostbite. 
Gradual Process 
Treating the trouble should 
be a gradual process. 
If the foot Is frostbitten, don’t 
walk on it. Don’t rub it briskly 
with your hands. And, despite 
age-old advice, don’t rub it with 
snow. In fact, don’t even apply 
heat to it. You must warm the 
area gradually. 
The best thing to do is to let 
it thaw out in a normally heated 
room. If pain is severe, you can 
cool the affected area with a fan 
to enable the temperature to 
rise more slowly.

The two Republican members are

and

Willis. The present terms of L y­ 
ons and Willis expire the last day 
of February.

W ILLIS has been endorsed by 
the Fayette County R e p u blican 
Committee of which he is a mem 
ber, for reappointment and Corwin 
Carr, Bloomingburg, by the Dem­

L. Lyons. 
Mrs. Kruse was officially endors­ 
ed by the Democratic committee. 
was appointed on Jan. 15 and has 
taken her seat on the board to fill 
her husband’s former place.

APPOINTMENTS or 
reappoint 
ments are made by the secretary 
of state for four year terms, two 
being made by the first day of 
March in each even-n u m be red 
year, thus resulting in staggered 
terms for the board. One Repub­ 
lican and one Democrat are ap­ 
pointed at the same time e a c h 
two years. 
The secretary of state acts upon 
the recommendations for appoint­ 
ments made by the county execu 
live committees of the two par­ 
ties. This procedure for filling 
•uch recommendations is set up 
by Ohio statute. 
In each even-numbered year af­ 
ter the appointments are m a d e 
and the necessary oaths adminis­ 
tered. each board meets to organ- j 
ire 
At this organizational meet­ 
ing a chairman and a clerk are 
chosen in each county. 
• • • 


THE CLERK, who must be 
a 
resident elector of the county, oth­ 
er than a member of the board, is 
chosen first. The chairman, w ho 
must be of the opposite political 
party from the clerk, is then elect­ 
ed from the 
membership of the 
board. 
In some counties a deputy clerk 
who must be of the opposite pol­ 
itical party from the clerk, is also 
Chosen. 
Secretary’ of State, Ted Brown is 
planning to interview the prospec­ 
tive new members, as has been, 
his custom, but because of the fact 
that a great percentage of recom 
mendations made thus far are for 
reappointment*, a full scale series 
of district meetings of both old and 
new board members is not contem- j 
plated.

Hospital Gets New Heart Equipment 
Presented in Memory of Dr. Reiff

Two pieces of highly specialized 
medical equipment have been pur­ 
chased for Fayette County Memor­ 
ial Hospital as a memorial to the 
late Dr. N. M. Reiff 
They are to be used in the treat­ 
ment of rarely encountered heart 
conditions. Although they are not 
used often, there is no substitute 
for this equipment when these spec­ 
ial conditions are presented for 
treatment. 
The machines are both electri­ 
cal shock-delivering devices, and 
are called the “ pacemaker’’ and 
the "defibrillator’’. 
When the equipment was form­ 
ally presented to the hospital, Mrs. 
Reiff said, “ My family and I ex­ 
press appreciation for the people 
who made this gift possible. Dr. 
Reiff 
would h a v e been m o s t 
proud.” Dr. Reiff was the victim 
of a heart attack.

THE CARDIAC “ pacemaker’’ is 
an electrical device capable of sup 
plying a carefully calibrated elec­ 
trical current through electrodes 


placed externally on the chest wall 
When the normal pacemaker ol 
the heart, because of disease, 
fails to supply lac stimuli nec­ 
essary to make the heart beat, 
the manmade pacem a k er can 
supply these stimuli, or "shocks,,* 
in a rhythmic rate and restore 
the heart to its normal beat. 
Clinical conditions resulting 
in 
cardiac standstill, amenable with 
this machine, include Stokes Adams 
disease, cardiac arrest with sur­ 
gical anesthesia, and other forms of 
intrinsic heart disease Its contin­ 
uous use for 103 hours on a pa­

before normal cardiac rhythm 
was 
reestablished, 
has been re­ 
ported.

THE ’D EEIBRILLA TO R 
is used 
only in cases of ventricular fibril­ 
lation (a non rhythmical quivering 
of the muscle fibres of the heart >. 
Ventricular fibrillation was consid­ 
ered IOO per cent fatal until a few 
years ago. 
In a normal heart beat, all the 
i large 
muscles 
composing 
the 


heart contract at on„ time and 
act as a pump to squeeze blood 
through the circulator system of 
the body. 
In fibrillation, these interlacing 
bundles of muscle contract separ­ 
ately, and an ineffectual continuous 
partial 
contraction results. T h e 
heart no longer can pump blood. 
The defibrillator, with its elec­ 
trodes placed directly on the heart 
wall, delivers an electrical shock 
to all the heart muscles and stops 
the fibrillation. With cardiac mas­ 
sage, the heart can then resume 
its normal pace.

SINCE the 
condition 
is 
fatal 
within a very few minutes unless 
treated, and since the chest has to 
be surgically opened for use of the 
instrument, its use will be confined 
largely to patients in the hospital 
and in the operating room.

“ If I ever saw a heart attack 
case caused by overwork and over­ 
strain, this was it,” said Dr. Rob­ 
ert C. Kirk, an attending physi­ 
cian. 
He referred to the pace main­ 
tained by the 41-year-old Republi­ 
can governor since taking office 
little more than a year ago. 
Knov^n 
as an energetic cam­ 
paigner during his six years as 
attorney general, some said O'Neill 
never eased up after becoming 
governor. Increased demands for 
speech making and hand shaking 
added to rigors of the chief execu­ 
tive’s job. 
Aides said he also was con­ 
cerned about criticism that has 
dogged his administration almost 
from the first day in office. Dem­ 
ocrats, after a 10-year hold on the 
governor’s 
o f f i c e , 
repeatedly 
termed his efforts inept and in­

despite

record- 
breaking achievements. Not a few 
Republicans joined the anvil cho­ 
rus.
